MEN BEAT ONWENTSIA 


PATCHES. 
This is always a dangerous time for 
the plants that have already fruited 
this season and need attention to pre- 
pare.them for the next season. 

It does not take long after big falas 
for strawberry plants to mat the rows 
with runners. Within a few weeks 
the space between the rows will be- 
come a solid mass if the runners 


allofved to grow and set at will, Cut- 


ting’ the runners back increases the 
old crowns and makes stronger plants 
next year. 

From now until the vines stop grow- 
ing this fall the runners should be 
kept cut back. Never allow the plants 
to crowd. It is best to trim the run- 
ners back so the row will not be more 
than six or eight inches wide. It is

Where the plants have borne fruit 
two or more they become

Washington, D. C., July 20.—I Spe: 
cla A vote against the pending 
ship subsidy bill is a vote to aid Great 
Britain and to injure the United States, 
Senator Ransdell [La. ] declared in the 
@enate today. Senator Ransdell, who 
is president of the National Merchant 
Marine association and one of the few 
Democrats in congress actively sup- 
porting the legisiation, read from news- 
paper clippings showing opposition on 
the part of the British to the ship sub- 
sidy bill and containing threats of re- 
tallation. 
British Mass Attacks. 
“Shall Britain dictate our sea pol- 
- fey?” asked Senator Ransdell. He de- 
clared that a British empire ‘ttombina- 
tion is being urged to oppose the de- 
vedopment of the American merchant 
marine, that the British government is 
being called upon to bring diplomatic 
pressure to bear upon Washington, 


and that an appeal has been made to 


a@ so-called -pro-British party in the 
United States to help in the fight 
against the bill. : 

“Not alone the British press but 
British shipping leaders have been 
sounding warnings to the United 
States,” Senator Ransdell said, and he 
quoted from recent statements made 
by Lord Inchcape, head of the Penin- 
gular and Oriental line; Sir Thomas 
Royden, head of the Cunard line; Sir 
Owen Philipps, head of the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet company, and Sir Nor- 
man Hill. Replying to threats of re- 


taliation from these men if the United 
States subsidized ite merchant marine, | 


Senator Ransdell pointed out that all 

of the lines they represented had al- 

ways been heavily subsidized by 8 
British government. 


Monopolize Coast Trade. 
Referring to British threats to re- 
strict the British coastwise trade to
